Ike  Calls  Quemoy  Not  Vital; 
Nuclear  Ban  Talks  Date  Set 

WASHINGTON  (UPI) — President  Eisenhower  said  Wednes- 
day that  Quemoy  and  Matsu  are  “not  greatly  vital”  to  the  defense 
of  Formosa,  and  said  it  was  “unwise”  of  Nationalist  China  to  put 
85-thousand  Nationalist  troops  there. 

WASHINGTON  (UPI) — The  government’s  new  civilian  space 
agency  has  taken  over  direction  of  U.S.  moon  rocket  and  Van- 
guard Satellite  programs.  Transfer  of  the  programs  from  military 
services  to  the  national  aeronautics  and  space  agency  was  ordered 
by  President  Eisenhower. 

MOSCOW  (UPI) — The  Soviet  Union  has  agreed  that  talks 
on  an  international  nuclear  test  ban  should  start  as  scheduled  on 
October  31st.  The  Red*  suggested  in  letters  to  the  U.  S.  and  Brit- 
ain that  the  talks  should  begin  on  a foreign  ministers’  level. 

PARIS — Premier  DeGaulle’s  government  has  started  a new 
major  crackdown  on  the  rebel  underground  in  France.  The  gov- 
ernment ordered  internment  camps  set  up  for  the  Algerian  terror- 
ist suspects.
